CAIRO, 111., Nov. 6.—The Illinois Cen- 


tral's Chicago and New Orleans limited 
vestihuled train was side-tracked and

LITTI.K HOCK, Ark., Nov. 5 —The 


probability is that the desperadoes 
who held up the Iron Mountain train 
and killed Conductor MoNally at Oli- 
phant Friday night will be captured 
or killed before morning, as the pursu- 
ing posses are closing in on them on 
all side? 
The first posse on the ground was 


from this city, but it was quickly re- 
inforced by officers from Jackson and 
Wolff counties, and to-day the sheriffs 
of Independence, White and Cleburne 
counties have joined in the pursuit. 
After the robbery the brigands went 
directly west, evidently intending to 
effect their escape into the Indian ter- 
ritory, but BO prompt was the action of 
Gov. Fishback In notifying the officers 
in that part oi the state that they have 
been hemmed in 


A skirmish took place with the rob- 


belt this morning, but the majority of 
them escaped.

In some of those places the state law and 
the city ordinance, under which license 
is granted are violated every day in the 
year. I have it on the authority ot offi- 
cers and sx-ofSoerB,ieformBd men and men 
who tipple, that liquors are dispensed to 
men, women, minors and habitual drunk- 
ards, to rioii men who go in fit tbe baok 
door to see a mac, and to men eo poor 
that their children at times go hungry 
and shivering. Now let us be candid.

hide its head in shame. And here let me 
say parenthetically that the amended 
ordinance bearing npon this matter and 
passed by tb* council at ita but meeting 
will be about as operative as the Pope's 
boll against the comet.

any, has been disclosed corroborating 
Stone's first confession, in which he 
implicated these men in the murder. 


The charge was read to Stone by 


Clerk Slimp, and during the reading 
not a motion was made in the crowded 
court room. Stone stood the picture of 
wretchedness and despair. 
Judge 


Hef ron asked him: 
"Are you guilty or not guilty, as 


charged in the indietment?" 


In a clear voice Stone replied: 
I 


am guilty." 
It was an awful moment, and will 


never be forgotten by the vast crowd 
present. The large tumor or wen on 
the left side of the prisoner's neck 
stood out red and swollen and gave 
him an uncanny look. 
Then began the selection of a jury. 


Several men were excused on the 
wound of having conscientious seru- 
oles as to inflicting the death penalty. 
Finally, however, a jury was selected. 
After being out fifteen minutes the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty, and 
sentenced Stone to be hanged Febru- 
ary 16. 
Great excitement prevailed and the 


city is crowded with people from all 
this and adjoining counties. 


In sentencing Stone, the judge, said: 


"The court has no desire to add to the 
intensity of the feeling already exist- 
ing against you by any recital ol the 
deeds that have led you to the perils of 
this hour. The vigilance of the law 
has discovered your bloody work and 
it only remains to pronounce its con- 
demnation and judgment upon j'ou. 


"The taking of your savage and de- 


praved life is but a poor compensation 
lor the sin innocent lives yon have de- 
stroyed, but your life is the most you 
have to give, and that is all that the 
law demands. 
"The judgment of the court, there- 


fore, is that you are guilty of murder 
in the first degree, and that you be 
conveyed by the sheriff of this county, 
without delay, to the state prison, 
south, aud that you be there kept in 
close confinement until Friday, Febru- 
ary to. and that upon that day, before 
the rising1 of the sun, you shall be 
taken within the walls of said prison 
and there hanged by the neck until 
you are dead. And may God have mercy 
on j'our soul.11

A Terrlfto Explosion oi Dynamite. 
MADRID, Nov. *. —A thousand lives 


were lost and a vast amount ot prop- 
erty destroyed by a terrific explosion 
lut evening, at tbe city ol Santander, 
tbe capital of the prowlpee of that 
name, situated a little over 200 mile* 
from tbil city. The wildest excite- 
ment followed the explosion, which set 
flre to the town, the flames adding to 
the horror of the situation. Among 
those killed was the, governor of the 
province and a number of leading citi- 
zens and municipal officer* 
Btadered Helpleaa br tie Horror ol the 


Dtaavter. 


SANTASDKR, Nov. S.—The horror of 


the disaster that has befallen this city 
has rendered the people helpless-. It 
is impossible to obtain a connected 
story from any of the eyewitnesses of 
the explosion. Those who saw it and 
lived are in such a state of excitement 
that they can make only the wildest 
kind of statement!. 
Vbe afoet Appaullsu? IMaaaiev oi Xeoent 
Teare. 


There is no doubt that a&ide from 


the money loss entailed in the destruc- 
tion of houses, quays and shipping, it 
is one of the most appalling; disasters 
that has occurred in Spain or elsewhere 
in Europe in recent years. The loss of 
lite was simply enormous. Some ol 
the estimates place the number of 
killed and injured at upward of 1,000. 
Later, when the people and officials 
become more collected and a systematic 
investigation can be made, it is proba- 
ble that the loss will be found to be 
less, but it can be said that it will be 
very heavy. 
Streota Bendered Impassable by Debrie. 


The streets in the vicinity ol the 


quay where the explosion occurred are 
impassable, being filled with all sorts 
of wreckage fr«m the houses blown 
down. It is certain that a number of 
living persons are under the ruins, but 
the authorities aud people are so help- 
less that little attempt is being made 
to extricate them. A number of soldiers 
were put at work yesterday clearing 
the debris, but their task is being per- 
formed in a perfunctory way. They 
have come across masses of humanflesh, 
the sight of which has made them sick, 
and they hesitate to push their work 
with any heart, fearing the sights that 
they know full well their labor will | 
uncover. 


Hospitals Filled Witt the Injured. 
The hospitals are filled with the in- 


jured and the physicians are doing 
everything in their power to alleviate 
the agony of the terribly mutilated 
persons writhing upon trie cots. 


At the time the Volo "blew up the 


Spanish steamer Alfonso XII. was lying 
alongside of her. The steamer was 
completely destroyed. All her officers 
and forty of her crew are missing, and 
it is certain that everyone of them ivas 
killed. 


The Force ol the Bxplosion. 


The force of the explosion may be 


judged from the fact that portions of 
the Volo and Uie Alfonso XII. were 
blown into tlie middle of the town, 
carrying death and destruction with 
them. It will be necessary to send 
troops here from other cities to aid the 
officials. 


Great delay is experienced is getting 


reports of the disaster to telegraph 
lines. There is only one working out 
cf the city and that is working very 
slowly. Nearly all the press dispatches 
are carried to points outside the city. 


Hall the Olty Destroyed by Fire. 


Even with outside assistance it was 


found impossible to check the flames, 
and half the city has been destroyed 
by flre and explosions. The railway 
station has been burned, and so rapid 
was the spread of the flames that the 
trains could not be hauled out. They, 
too, were destroyed. 


It is now estimated that 300 persons 


were killed by the explosion. Many 
are missing, but most of them are be- 
lieved to have gone to the houses of
